‘The plague at your rort is seriously affec‘ing 
the shipping companies which trade between 
Manilla and Hongkong, and If the Spanish 
authozitles continue to adhere to the ridiculously 
scvere quarantine regulations whith they are 
now enforcing, it will only be « matter of’time 
‘tsfore sbip-owners will bz serlously considering 
the edvicabllity of teking thelr veccels off the Ine 
altogether. Their patience, ff not thelr pockets, 

must have about reached the breaking pont, 
Upon the arrival of the Zsseraida here this: 
soorning from Hongkong, we were ordercd to the

diminishing In amount year by year. The cons 
Unaance of this custom ix due In part perhaps to 
Chinese conservatism, and also because, as the 
Chinese say, it is Mf mien, 64. shows off well,

As to good looks, It Is certainty an imposing 
sight, thia fleet of Impertal rice boats aweeping 
up the Canal under fall sall, presenting, as far 
as the eye can reach, a forest of masts, bedecked 
with flags and streamers ‘of brilllant colours, 
bearlog the Inseription Ten-yii-chin-kung : "A 
just offering for the Heavenly Granary.”

Datly News on May joth, giving the following 
zecount of his secent journey across Culns, from 
Shanghal to Burma:— : : 

On looking back over my journey to Burma 
from Shanghai Iam amazed atthe extreme ease 


with which this overland tour can now be | 


effected, I had’ no difficulty whatever, and 
practically no discomfort. IT was never un- 
pleassntly hungry, and never knew what it was 
to he thirs'y, My men, engaged from time to 
time where Interpriters were available and 
changed frequently, {nvarlably fulfilled thelr 
contracts, I was everywhere treated with kind- 
ness and respect, and cannot at this moment 
recall aty occasion: between Shanghal and 
Bhamo when my temper was needlessly ruffled, 
I cyme with unusual speed as I wished to arrive 
in Bhamo before June, and because I had been 
warned by the exy srienced Director of the China 
Toland Mission. in Shanghal, that the rth of 
January was sbsolutely the latest’ date upon 
which I could hope ta' leave Shanghai 
‘with any prosp:ct of reaching Tengyueh 
before the rains. From Shanghaf to Bhamo 
my journey occupied exactly too days, 
the overland section from Chungking, a 
distance of 1,600 miles, being coveted at an 
average speed of nearly 25 miles a day, inclad- 
‘tog all stoppages, 

I left Shanghafon the yith and Hankow on 
the 18th of February, and started from Ichang 
to go up the rapids in « small boat, a wsufan, 
with a crew-of five smart young (Chinese, 
selected and engaged for me by Dr, Aldridge of 
the Customs, Boatmen [ have seen {n many 
parts of the world, but never any to compare 
with these five’ Chinese for coolness, courage, 
and enduring energy. Through the taw-rope 
fouling we had to be cast adrift In the worst 
‘rapid of all, the Hointan, bat this was the only 
accident and no damage was done, although 
sitting coop:d.up in the well under an impro- 
vised mat-covering s'retched between - the 
thwarts, I was scared past all belief,; We 
slayed more {ban balf a day at Wanhalen and 
strived In Chungking In the remarkable time of 
144 days from Ichang, the fastest journey ever 
yet made up the Yangtsze rapids, My men had

J: could bave arrived io Bhamo 
on the 97th day, but I purposely delayed till the 
tooth,’ A journey like this furnishes constant 
tovelty and Is never monotonous ; {t will surely 
be undertaken more and more commonly every 
year. Icame of coures, entirely unarmed, 1 
waa rarely asked for my passport, and then asked 
for it with every courtesy and never rudely, My 
journey was a.constant pleasure to me, I cannot 
better Hlustrate this than by ssying that. I-felt 
‘keener regret when it was completed than I ever 
fet on leaving any other country, I came In 
the dress of a Chinese tescher,. but the people 
were not misled as to my nationality, and in 
every town J passed through the population 
poured Into the streeis to are the ‘forelgn devil,’ 
whose heart swelled wih pride as he con- 
templated how justly he was honoured. 

Crowds gathered to watch mo ent andto ques- 
tlon--me-upon many--private matters. which I 
have usually keot locked up to my bosom, I 


belleve that [left a very favourable Impression of | *7* 


the longevity and other virtues'of my dynasty. 
My long-buried grandfather I brought to Iife 
again, and endowed him with « patrlarchal a 
and a beard that “ streamed like a meteor in the 
troubled sir.” Although celiba'e—involuntarily 
celibate through the perfidy of woman— I found {t 
expcdient in reply to many esrnest questloris to 
proclaim gmyitll prosided at bome with two 
wives, and I concelved for them ‘five sons-and 
thrce daughters, which eviderica of my vistue 
gained memany congratulations, My age too
